TROOPS ARE 


NOW IN CUBA 


Landing Was Safely Effected Near 


Santiago Yesterday 


BRISK FIGHT WITH SPANIARDS 


AND CASUALTIES REPORTED 


Wr shington, June 7—Special—Dispatches received here 


leave no doubt that the American fleet is bombarding the 
forts of Santiago harbor. 
It is not believed that Sampson 


contemplates taking the cily and capturing Cervera's fleet 
from the water, but is merely keeping these busy while 
troops are larded and take their ttation on the heights sur- 
rounding the bay. 
It is believed that at Jeast 25,000 Ameri- 


cans I-a-ve,been landed, and these will be reinforced by an 
equal number of insurgents all well supplied with field and 
Eeige artillery. Ne*s of the capture of the city and of the 
sui render of Cervera would surprise no one here, and such 
intelligence is expected almost hourly. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 7—Special—The American 


troops landed at Daiquiri were nine hundred marines; three 
regiments of infantry, three batteries of artillery, and a bat- 
talion of engineers. 
The attack by the American warships 


began at 7:45 and ceased at eleven. 
The fire was tremend- 


ous. Earth and mortar leaped into the air from the explosion 
of the giant shells. 
No body of troops, masked batteries or 


ambuscade could have survived. .As soon as the American 
troops landed heavy firing was heard in the rear of the Span- 
iards 
It proved to be from a body of insurgents, who were 


said to be attacking Santfago. 


The Landing of Troops. 


Washington, June 7—Special—When the American 


troops landed near Punta Cabrera yesterday they received a 
hearty welcome from the Cubans. 
The latter had made a 


thorough inspection of the region round abcut for the pur- 
pose of discovering any ambuscades the Spaniards may have 
planned as a greeting, but nor e were found. 
More than a 


score of Americans were found among the Cuban trocps, 
most of them officers. 
They were overjoyed to meet their 


countrymen, who are hereafter to be their companions in 
armn. 


The Spanish Version of yesterday's engagement admits 


serious losses. The twenty-one wounded will die. 
The forts 


protecting Santiago were ruined. This report says the 
American marines landed at Daquire, and were joined by in- 
surgents. 
Later they were attacked by a Spanish 
detach- 


ment,, bat held their position and threw up trenches, after- 
ward landing heavy guns under rire of the American warships. 


London, June 7—Special—Dispatches from Havana 


deny that America troops have landed in Cuba. 


A Lively Bombardment. 


New York, June 7—Special—Cape Haytian gives what 


purports to be the American account of the bombardment of 
Santiago yesterday. 
The engagement lasted over three 


hours, and the Spanish ship Reina Mercedes is reported bad- 
ly damaged. The second Spanish commodore and five sail- 
ors are said.to have been killed, and a lieutenant and twenty- 
one soldiers seriously wounded. Three other artillery officers 
are reported wounded. The bombardment at Aquidores was 
renewed at noon. 
Fourteen American warships are said to 


have participated, and fifteen hundred shots were fired by 
them. 


Landing at Buiquire, fifteen miles east of Santiago is 


reyorted, and heavy firing is said to be going on there now. 
Reports say fhe Spanish forts were riddled by shot. 
The 


Americans are said to be about to join the insurgents in a dig 
rect attack to the city of Santiago. 


London June 7—Special—According to reports receiv 


ed here of yesterday's engagement at Santiago, the American 
landing party was repujsed with considerable loss, The loss 
of Spanish soldiers and the injury to the Reina Mercedes are 
admitted, 


Off For Cuba. 


Tampa, Fla.,June7—Special—Large bodies of troops 


have started for Cuba. Their destination is doubtless a point 
near Santiago. 
The greatest secrecy is maintained in mili- 


tary circles as to the point of landing, which will not positive- 
ly be known to those on board the transports until it is under 
way. 
The men are in good spirits at the prospect of meet- 


ing the Spaniards, and they do hot care where they go so 
long as they have an opportunity to do some fighting.

REBELLION 


Refuses to Sail From Cadiz With 


a Poor Fleet 


GREAT BRITAIN STILL STANDS 


BY THE UNITED STATES 


Madrid, June 7—Special—Dismay pervaded govern- 


ment circles today when it became known that Admiral 
Camara had practically refused to put to see with his fleet of 
\yars.hips. 
The refusal was implied rather than direct 
He 


simply stated that it would be suicidal to attempt to cross the 
Atlantic with vessels that would become a prey to the first 
storm that would arise, and folly, if the voyage was accomp- 
lished, to engage the ships of the American navy in combat. 
He pointed out that his ships were unseaworthy, poorly armed 
and equipped, and no match for the superb waiships of the 
United States. 
Of coursa he will obey if he is peremptoril- 


ly ordered to sea, but he will sail with the consciousness that 
defeat awaits him in his first naval battle. 
The gravity of the 


situation has been intensified by this new incident. 


Havana Is Impregnable. 


Havana, June 7—Special—There is no fear among the 


Spanish troops or residents of the capture of the city by the 
Americans or insurgents or Dy both combined. This is 
doubtless the best fortified city in the world, and every 
ap- 


proach is guarded by mines, that would destroy an invading 
force no matter how strong. 
The only danger feared is from 


famine. 
The city could be starved into surrender in a very 


few weeks, for the supply of provisions on land is already too 
limited for the needs of the people. 
A strict blockade of the 


port combined with an investment of the city on rhe land 
side would compel a capitulation, but no assault could be 
successful. 
In anticipation of a seige Blanco is husbanding 


his provisions and gathering in all that can be obtained from 
the surrounding country. The city will be the last of the 
'Spanish strongholds to capitulate. 


Matters Are Tangled. 


Washington, June 7—Special—Telegrams from army 


headquarters to Tampa have directed that the work of carry- 
ing on the Santiago and Porto Rico expedition be rushed re- 
gardless of cost. 
Gen. Miles wires thaf matters are in a 


fearfully hopeless tangle. 


Washington, June 7—Special—The situation this morn- 


ing is unusually confused by conflicting rumors. 
It is known 


there have been operations of a serious character at Santiago 
for the past three days in connection with thr landing of 
troops. 
The. report that Sampson has entc. 
\ the harbor 


and engaged the enemy is not credited. 


Merely a Diversion. 


Washington, June 7—Special—No decisive results are 


expected from yesterday's bombardment of the forts in San- 
tiago bay. 
The cannonading was heavy, but was maintaiued, 


it is thought, for the purpose of keeping the troops busy 
while a landing of Americans was effected a few miles fast 
of tj,e cily.. 
Sampson is acting in harmony with plans made 


and instructions issued several days ago 
After the forcrs 


have been landed the fleet will remain quiet until the time 
ret for the combined land and rsval attack, when it will be 
heard from. 


England Remains Friendly. 
Washington, June 7—Special—The report from Berlin 


that Great Britain will join with other powers to compel the 
United States to leave Spain in peaceable possession of all 
her colonies is ridiculed at the British embassy here. 
Such 


a step would be in direct conflict with the government's 
avowed policy, 
It is stated positively that no action of the 


other powers will influence England, and that she will rtmain 
the fast friend of the United States, throughout the pending 
conflict, no matter what other powers may do. 


Miles Knows It All. 


Jacksonville. Fla., June 7—Special—A Spanish docu- 


ment has fallen into Gen. Miles' possession giving our army 
of invasion complete knowledge of how the Spanish troops 
are distributed around Holquin, Santiago province, where it 
is intended to land the invading aimy..

tion clause atrickenout, provided that 
the rest of the resolutions wc.ro re- 
talneo. In this position a great many 
of tho proaidcnt'B beat frlendj con- 
curred. 


•It was a surprise to many republic- 


ans when on Monday in the house a 
motion was made to concur in tho sen- 
ate resolutions, but with an amend- 
ment striking out not only the olauio 
recognizing tbo republic of Cuba but 
also tho other clause declaring that 
the people of Cuba "are" free and In- 
dependent. Mr. Cooper and muny oth- 
ers refused to vote for tho resolutions 
It both clauses wore to be eliminated. 
They felt that before our soldiers and 
Ballorn star ed for Cuba this govern- 
ment should at Icaat dualaro that in tio 
far as U won concerned tbo Cuban pec- 
plo 
were na longer the oubjcctn of 


Spain. 
They did this, not because 


they wcro cnomico of the president, 
but 
bccuuso they wcro convinced it 


was tho right thing to do. 
Decided, 


thoy knew that to strike out the 
clause declaring thai tho 
people 


of 
Cuba 
"are" free 
and 
Inde- 


pendent would be to strike out a prom- 
inent feature of tho resolutions re- 
ported by tho majority of tho ncnuto 
committee on Forotgn [[Relations and 
supported by *uch staunch republi- 
cans and lay nil friends of the provi- 
dent an Davis of Minneeotn, Fryo of 
Maine, Lodge of Massachusetts and 
other senators ot 
that committee. 


To such elimination Mr. Cooper and 
others knew the senate would never 
consent acd besides, thoy saw what 
seemed an attempt on tho part of 
those bitterly opposed to any inter- 
vention whatever to tie the 
whole 


matter up in conference. Tbo amend- 
ed senate 
resolutions 
were non- 


ooocnrred in. 


Later in the evening of that day the 


understanding was arrived at in eon- 
ferencs and conversations that a com- 
promise could to effected by restoring 
the words "and are" and eliminating 
the recognition of the Cuban republic, 
so that tho declaration would concern 
the "people" of Cuba and not tho 
"government" of tbo Cuban republic. 
When tho motion came up after recess 
to coccur in tho resolutions as passed 
by tho oonate, Mr. Cooper, loyal to tho 
president,voted In the negative, as tho 
resolutions recognized the government 
of the Cuban republic. 
Tho resolu- 


tions agreed upon in conference of the 
house and senate committees wore 
then adopted and approved by tho 
president. 


We have endeavored in the forego- 


log to give a clear and succinct narra- 
tive of 
tho official 
action of 
Mr. 


•Jooper upon tho Oab&n question. J uat 
where he can bo justly charged with 
being antegonlatlo to tho president is 
not visible. To -hue charge him la ai 
aonslblo as to charge tho republican 
senators who voted as Mr. Cooper did 
as being followers of Bryan. 
Senator 


Thnraton among others voted for tho 
resolutions as they passed the senate 
and yet during hla wholo political llfj 
ho has at all times been the watm per- 
sonal and political friend of William 
UcKlnloy. 
The same is true of tiona- 


or Nolson, of Minnesota, and others.t 


In very truth, the position of Mr. 


Cooper from the hour of the first con- 
ferences called tn devlso plans to ren- 
der harmless tlin throat of Impatient 
republicans to join with the demo- 
cratic minority in passing a resolution 
of recognition up to tho moirent when 
tho senate was compelled to accept tho 
compromise, eliminating recognition, 
Mr. Cooper was tho staunch, 
faithful 


and able friend of tho president, and 
by hlo efforts and those equally loyal 
accomplished what tbo president no 
strongly desired, namely, the non-rec- 
ognition ot the present so-called gov- 
ernment of ihe Cnbnn republic. 


But for that conference of repub- 


lican representatives who wcro faith- 
ful friends of tho president and o3 
whom Mr. Cooper was promfnent and 
iuiluontlnl, the 
house would have 


adopecd resolutions recognition tho 
government of the 
Cuban republic 


and so also would tho senate, tho very 
thing the president waa so anxious 
should not bo done. By that con- 
ference the president's purpose was 
accomplished and no member of the 
house was more influential la Its 
accomplishment than was Mr. Cooper.
